WHAT TO DO ABOUT BEE STINGS 
By Dr. Paul F. MacLeod* 


Honey bees, bumble bees, hornets, wasps and yellow jackets all 
belong to the same family, and they all sting, The female, with 
te exception of the wasp, leaves her stinger with the victim. 


Remember : 

1. Scrape out the stinger with 
a small knife blade. Don’t 
pull it out. You may cause 
poisonous fluid to enter the 
flesh. 

2. Use baking soda paste, Un- 
guentine or calamine lotion 
to allay the pain, 

S If a finger or toe is stung, 

» wrap a rubber band around 
it above the sting and leave 
it there until the stinger has 
been removed (but not more 
than five minutes) to keep 
the poison from going far- 
ther.
